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PEELIMINAEY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CODIFICATION. 

Mr. Lansing. Mr. Chairman: I shall not attempt to read the 
report, as it has been placed in the hands of the members of the 
Society for their examination, in print. 1 The committee appreci- 
ates that their work is entirely tentative, and merely suggestive. It 
is their desire that every effort should be made by the members 
interested in this subject to offer suggestions as to any change in 
plan or as to the scope of the work of the committee. The com- 
mittee hopes, at a later time, to present the report much more in full. 
The committee thinks it is the duty of every member of this Society 
to advance the work, and make it a success. 

The committee desires that the President should be empowered 
to appoint sub-committees to deal with the various preliminary 
topics outlined, in case this report is received. 

As I say, it is purely a tentative report, and therefore cannot be 
adopted in its present form. 

Mr. Butler. I move that this report be received and placed on 
file, that the committee continue its work, and that the President 
of the Society be authorized to appoint sub-committees on the vari- 
ous subjects, from this committee, or from other members of the 
Society. 

(The motion was seconded and agreed to.) 

The Chairman. I am requested to announce that the Executive 
Council and Executive Committee meet in this room, immediately 
after adjournment. 

Thereupon, the Society adjourned sine die.

MEETING OE THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The Executive Committee met at the Hew Willard Hotel Eriday, 
April 29, 1910, at 11 o'clock a. m. 

On motion, duly seconded and agreed to, Prof. George G. Wilson 
was named to prepare and present to the Society a resolution con- 
cerning the deaths of Justice Brewer and Judge Penfield. At the 
same time the committee expressed the opinion that the record of 
deaths in the Society should take the form of simple resolutions 
and that the Society should only officially notice the decease of 
officers serving at the time of death. 

The Committee for the Selection of an Honorary Member re- 
ported unanimously the name of Hon. T. M. C. Asser of Holland. 
The question was raised as to whether the candidate selected be 
elected to fill the vacancy existing for 1909 or whether he should 
be elected for 1910. After discussion, the Executive Committee 
reached the conclusion that it would not be well to leave the honor- 
ary membership for 1909 vacant, and accordingly directed that Mr. 
Asser's name be recommended to fill the vacancy for that year. 

It was then suggested that the committee recommend a candidate 
for election to the honorary membership for 1910, but objection was 
made that the Executive Council had decided in 1908 that names 
of candidates should only be considered after having been referred 
to a select committee. Thereupon, the following motion was made, 
duly seconded and passed: 

That the committee appointed to recommend to the Executive 
Council an honorary member of the Society shall file its report 
with the Secretary of the Society at 'least three weeks previous to 
the annual meeting; that the report shall state the qualifications
